4 ‘We ’re just plain 
swamped. There’s no other 
word for it,” said Tom 
Schleiff, ,a supervisor at 
Western Union’s Washington 
office. 

“Many, many thousands” 
of messages addressed to 
President Nixon or the White 
House came from points 
across Canada and the Unit- 
ed States, Scheliff said. They 
were delivered on a special 
circuit to the White House. 

The volume was approach- 
ing the deluge of telegrams 
sent at the time of Lt. Wil- 
liam Calley’s conviction for 
killings at My Lai, he added. 

He said virtually all were 
short statements protesting 
the blast for possible harmful 
environmental affects.

i egrams of protest.
